Speeches of Allied Leaders 


Endorsing American Plan 


(By The Associated Press) 


Washington, Nov. IS,—Arthur J. Balfour, head of the British 


delegation, was the flret to accept "in principle" secretary Hughe*' 
plan (or reducing naval armaments and was followed in rotation by 
Admiral Kato of Japan, Senator Sehanzer of Italy and Premier BrJand 
of France. Mr, Balfour said in part: 


"You have invited those who desired it to continue the discus- 


sions which began on Saturday last. I think it very unfortunate if 
we are to allow the events of Saturday to pass without some further 
observation. 


"And if for reasons which I venture to explain I am the first to 


take up the challenge It is because ot all members her* assembled, 
the country which I represent is most intimately interested in all 
naval questions. 


"Statesmen of all countries are beginning to discover that the 


labors and difficulties of peace are almost as arduous as those re- 
quired by the conduct ot a successful war, 


"Many In my audience," he said, "are citizens uf the United States, 


The United States) stands solidly impregnable, with the lines of Us 
communications protected, completely protected^from any conceiv- 
able hostile attack. 


"It is not merely that you have 110,0000,000 people; it is not that 


you ace the wealthiest nation. The geographical position of your 
country makes you wholly immune from the perils to which the 
British empire Is subjected. 


"Suppose your western states were suddenly removed 10.000 miles 


across the sea; suppose you found that the heart ot your country was 
a small and crowded island depending on overseas trade, depending 
on overseas communication for raw materials. Suppose your pop- 
ulation never had more ihan seven weeks' food and ihat this had to 
be replenished from overseas? 


Sea Communication Vitally Essential. 


"Then you will understand why it is that every citizen of: the 


British empire, no matter where he lives, never can forget that it 
is by sea communication that he lives and that without it he cannot 
live.""Thes'e. references I have indulged In to explain why I am ad- 
dressing you. 
Vi'e have considered the great scheme laid before you 


by our chairman, 
"We have considered it with admiration and ap- 


proval. We agree with it in spirit and in principle. 
We look to it 


as being the basis of the greatest reform in the matter of armament 
and preparation for war that has ever been conceived or carried out, 


* i don't pretend of course that this or any other scheme can deal 


with every subject. As was most clearly explained by the secretary ot 
state, the scheme deals, and deals only with the three nations which 
own the largest fleets at 'present in the world. It therefore of neces- 
sity omits all consideration for the time being of the European na- 
tions who have diminished their fleets and have at present no desire, 
and I hope never will have a desire, to possess fleets beyond the 
necessities that national honor and national defense require. It does 
not touch the heavy burden of land armament. 
What it does do Is 


one of the fcigsest things that has ever yet been done by constructive 
statesmanship. It does deal -with the three great fleets of the world 
and with the proportion of disarmament which it lays down for those 
fleets. 


"Taking the battleships as a basis," said Mr. Balfour, "we think 


the propositions betwen the various countries are acceptable. We 
think tb limitation of amounts is reasonable. We think it shouid 
be accepted. 
We. believe thoroughly it will be accepted," 


Mr. Balfour suggested that the submarine tonnage might well be 


reduced and that possibly construction of large submarines should be 
prohibited. 


The suggestions for changes In the proposals, IUr. Balfour said, 


amid applause, would not affect "the main structure" proposed by the 
United, States, which he said, he believed would be accepted. 


When Mr. Balfour promised the "full, loyal and complete cooper- 


ation" of the British nation toward the general American plan, the 
audience rose and applauded for a half minute, 


Text of Admiral Kuto's Address. 


The official text of Admiral Kato's address as delivered by his in- 


terpreter follows; 
"Japan deeply appreciates the sincerity of purpose evident In the 


plan of tite American government for the limitation of armaments. 
She 13 satisfied that the proposed plan will materially relieve the na- 
tions of wasteful expenditures and cannot fail to make tor the peace 
of the world, 
"She cannot remain unmoved by the high aims which have act- 


uated the American project. Gladly accepting, therefore, the pro- 
posal in principle, Japan is ready to proceed with determination to a 
sweeping reduction in hyr naval armament. 


"It will be universally admitted mat a nation must be provided 


with such armaments as are essential to its security. This require- 
ment must be fully weighed In the examination of the plan. With this 
requirement in view, certain modification a will be proposed with re- 
gard to the tonnage basis for replacement oE the various classes of 
vessels. This subject should be referred to special consideration by 
naval experts. When such modlrk-ationa are proposed I know that 
the American and other delegations will consider them * 'ith the same 
desire to meet our ideas as we have to meet theirs. 


"Japan has never claimed nor has Intention of. claiming to have a 


general establishment equal in strength to that of either the United 
States or the British empire. Her exlsing plan will show conclusively 
that she had never in view preparations for offensive war." 


Italian Govern mt'n l Approves Pliui. 


Speaking for Italy, Senator Schanzer told the conference the 


American plan had the general approval of his government. 


"You prove at once that you mean to carry out your suggestions," 


he said. "We wish to express in the name of the Italian delegation 
our approval." 
In conclusion the Italian spokesman said the detaiia of the plans 


primarily were a matter for the naval experts but added that he had 
contidunce that the principles would bring a successful result not Only 
for the nations in the conierence but for all those of the world. 


Premier Briand, speaking for france. declared the general adher- 


ence ot the French government to tho purposes o£ the American plan. 


There was vigorous applause tor the French premier, «ho spoke 


slowly and clearly In his native tongue. lie voiced complete approval 
of Mr. lialfour's address. lie urged the necessity ot not proceeding 
•vvlth the conference without plans well laid and settled. 


"Mr. liughcs." he said, "has decided that we must not look for 


ways of proceeding, because he has given us one. We are with him. 
\Ve French will join wholeheartedly in all efforts to reach tha object, 
desired." 
M. Briand praised In general terms the manner in which Great 


Britain had expressed her intentions to support the American program. 


Touching on France's special position, the premier added: 
••What are we really debating? 
We are to find out if the people 


of tho world art realty desirous of putting an end once for all to Ihe 
atrocities of ivar," 


M Briand said he would welcome au 
opportunity to explain 


nvince's position at an open session so that it would reach the care of 
America, above all other people. 
Flo said he felt sure the difficulties

There was no intimation in the re- 


marks of M. Briand that he had a 
definite plan for reduction of arma- 
. ments to suggest. He. did say. how- 
ever. that he was satisfied that the 
conferees should be convinced "that 
France, after the necessities of safety 
.and life have been adequately secured, 
harbors no thought whatever of dis- 
turbing the peace of the world," 


M. Briand'a statements were con- 


strued generally as sljowir.s .his pur- 
pose to explain fully why France re- 
sards it as necessary to .retain tlie 
great force tn her armies, • As the na- 
tion with the largest army, the pre- 
mier pointed out today, it was appro- 
priate for her to take that question 
up, but neither at the conference, nor 
tn any other quarter, is there sugges- 
tion that any such sweeping proposal 
for reduction of armies is to be ex- 
pected as the naval plan put forward 
by the United Statee. 


So far as the United States Is con- 


cerned, the army question is largely 
academic. The American army, now 
far below its authorized strength of 
150,000 men. is cut to the bone. Fur- 
ther reduction would be opposed by 
both civil and military chiefs of the 
war department. No American plan 
of army reduction will be presented 
and It may be that there will only be 
nominal discussion of the subject. 


As it now stands, the American ar- 


my is looked upon by its leaders as 
no more than a national police force 
for which there is always need.
